Htho sixtieth anuiversary of her lave revered 


Majesty's glorious wiga. . As the scieme for 
4his commemoration originatol during the 
administration of your Exxcelloncy’s predecessor, 
Sir William Robinson, I thiuk it will be both 
intovesting and appropriate to briefly racapita- 
Jato tha circumstances attending the inception 
of tho plan aud gabsegaout crestion of theso 
publio momorialsof the yraciony lady wie may bo 
justly deseribod as the grostest Queen in history, 
I will go back to the commencement, when it 
had beon xesolyed to worthily eolebrate, in an 
enduring manner, this great occasion. Sub- 
scriptions wero invited from tho.community in 
1897 on the understanding that a Hospital-for- 
Womon ond Children and a Nursing Institute 
should be erected, and that the firat section of a 
road to encirole the maim portion of .tho island 
of Hongkong should be constracted. Those 
works, I am glad to say, bave now boon 
enmpleted, so fa as the Hospital acd tho 
soction of the road are concern.d,. Many diffi- 
oulties, which could not have bean foreseen by the 
‘Committee, have boen enconatered, necessarily 
delaying the work, but, a3 will ba soon, they 
wore overcome at length, aud we now have the 
ploasure of recording their complotion. The 
amount available from the sum subsevibed, after 
dofraying the cost of tho loza! colobrationg Of 
the event, was $182,424.00, and this was 
divided cquilly betwem tha tivo, projects, 
giving for ach $91,212. 1 propose 
for tho sake of convenience ‘to deal separ- 
ately with them, and Will rofer first to the 
Hospital, The scheme originally provided for 
the erection of a building in the grounds of the 
Government Ciyil Hospital, and inclnded 2

farther, “After mach trouble, o tendor was 


finally obtained ata rate within the fands ot} 


tho disposal of tho Committeo, and the work 
has now, as you seo, been successfully completed. 
The total expenditure upon the Mospitat and 
quarters has been S11¥,891.05, and with the 
interest which hos accraed on the principal, we 
have beon enabled practically to meet this sum. 
There have, howorer, been somo extras ‘in~ 
eurrad—as is the cise “in every large 
building—which you, Sir, bave kiodly undor- 
taken, on the part of the Government, to, 
defray, our fands being absolutely’ exLuusted. 
Turning now to tlie Road, as T hava already 
stated, one-half of the Fond, amounting t 
$92,190, 69, was allotted for its construction. 
A [considerable period was spent in the making 
of surveys and preparation of estimates, which 
wore parriod ont by tho Public Works Depart- 
ment, under the guidance of tha late Director, 
Mr. R.D. Ormsby, the work extending from 
Konnedy Town vin Aberdeon, Stanley and 
‘Tytamtuk to shahkiwau. When this prelim- 
ivary work hod booa comploted, Mr. Ormsby 
reported very unfavourably upon tha section 
of tho road which it was proposed to make 
out of the Fund, namely that from Kenuedy 
Town to Aberdeen, whilst Major-General 
Black, then General Officer Cotmwandirg, 
raised sorious objection to its construction on 
military grounds, Sovera! ineffectual attempts 
wero mado locally te overcome the opposition 
te the scheme, ond fivally an appeal to 
Downing Btreet -on tha subject became 
necessary. This appeal was successful, but 
tho sanction for the construction of the road 
was hampered in its being aid on a hizher 
lovel than was originally intended, The carry- 
ing out of this ech: mo.was entrusted to Messrs, 
Denison, om and Gibbs, who doriseda suitable 
ronte for the rond, and tenders were received 
which came within the means apportioned ‘to if, 
and tho work has been safisfactorily»oneluded. 
Having thus contribu‘ed this section of the 
Tubileo Road, we now look to the Govornmont 
to take in hond thé completion of the pro- 
joot for a high road that will praotically 
encircle the island.’ opening « up all ‘its 
many brnauties to lovers of scovery and 
of orture. Tho total cost of thess two works 
has buon $234,163.32, and I may here point. ont! 
that the delays ontailed by the various 
difficulties encountered havo not been without 
some compensating advantages inasmuch ‘as 
the intorest’ accumulated on the Fund 
materially augmented our resctirces and hos 
permitted of the original proposals bring carriod 
out ina snbstantial and workminlike manner.
